General      Information, 

The  Appalachian  Training  School  was  es- 
tablished by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature 
during  the  session  of  1903. 

A  bill  authorizing  the  school  was  introduc- 
ed in  the  lower  house  by  Hon.  W.  C.  Newland* 
of  Caldwell  county.  Little  opposition  develop- 
ed against  the  measure  until  it  reached  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Education  and  was  re- 
ported unfavorably  by  a  majority  vote.  Sena- 
tor R.  B.  White,  of  Franklin  county,  made  a 
minority  report.  By  the  help  of  Senators  Hoey, 
of  Cleveland  county,  and  Justice,  of  McDowell 
county,  Senator  White  secured  its  passage  in 
the  Senate. 

The  act  provided  that  the  two  trustees  from 
each  of  the  following  counties:  Alleghany, 
Ashe.  Wilkes,  Watauga,  Caldwell,  Mitchell  and 
Yancey,  the  County  Superintendents  of  said 
counties,  should  meet  at  Blowing  Rock  within 
the  month  of  May  and  select  a  location  and  be- 
gin  the  school.     The  meeting    was    called    and 
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presided  over  by  State  Superintendent  J.  Y. 
Joyner,  Boone  was  selected  for  the  location 
and  the  free  use  of  Watauga  Academy  secured 
until  a  building  could  be  erected, 

The  trustees  at  subsequent  meetings  elected 
for  the  first  year  the  following  faculty:  B.  B« 
Dougherty,  Ph.  B.,  Superintendent;  D.  D. 
Dougherty,  A.  B,,  Principal;  John  M.  Cheek, 
A.B.;  Maude  Harris,  B  S.;  W.  M.  Francum 
and  Lela  Thompson.  Three  hundred  and  one 
students  were  taught,  one  hundred  and  ninety 
of  whom  registered  as  teachers. 

Object, 

The  State  aid  is  given  to  insure  a  perma* 
nent  high  school  for  the  training  of  public 
school  teachers.  The  school  is  open  to  others 
who  pay  a  small  tuition  fee. 

Support, 

The  State  gives  $2000.00  annually.  A  few 
hundred  dollars  is  collected  by  tuition  and  fees. 
There  is  no  endowment, 


Location. 

Boone  is  in  Watauga  county,  in  the  north- 
western part  of  North  Carolina.  There  are 
mountains  in  every  direction— Blue  Ridge  on 
the    east.    Grandfather    on    the    south,   Stone 
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Mountain  on  the  west,  and  JBlk  Knob  on  the 
north.  The  town  is  3,333  feet  above  tide  water. 
This  elevation  insures  an  excellent  summer  cli- 
mate, The  winters  are  not  exceedingly  inclem- 
ent. Many  enjoy  the  mountain  climate  in  win- 
ter better  than  the  warmer  and  rainy  weather  of 
the  lower  sections.  There  are  few  cases  of  seri- 
ous sickness.  About  200  quiet,  industrious 
people  live  here.  They  welcome  students  into 
their  homes  and  appreciate  their  presence  in 
their  social  circles.  Merchandise  is  sold  at 
reasonable  prices.  Mails  reach  here  from  all 
the  adjoining  counties.  A  good  telephone  sys- 
tem connects  us  with  all  the  important  busi- 
ness towns  and  many  country  places.  Good 
country  roads  lead  to  the  railway  stations,  We 
are  33  miles  from  Lenoir;  40  miles  from  Wilkes- 
boro;  23  miles  from  Elk  Park;  and  25  miles 
from  Mt,  City,  Tenn. 


Grounds . 
The  campus  contains  seven  acres  of  land, 
covered  for  the  most  part  with  young  white 
pines.  Little  has  been  done  to  beautify  the 
grounds.  The  property  joins  the  town  bound- 
ary and  lies  between  the  Boone  and  Blowing 
Rock  turnpike,  and  a  new  street  is  to  be  opened 
on  the  northern  side  of  the  land. 
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Buildings, 

Watauga  Academy  is  a  two  story  frame 
building,  containing  three  recitation  rooms,  two 
balls,  museum,  and  small  apparatus  room  on 
first  floor,  and  auditorium,  library,  printing 
office,  two  recitation  rooms  on  second  floor. 

The  brick  building  nearing  completion  is 
96ft.x64ft.,  two  stories.  The  first  floor  contains 
four  recitation  rooms,  office  and  library;  the 
second  floor  two  large  auditoriums,  music  room 
and  art  room. 

A  girls'  dormitory,  capable  of  accommoda- 
ting 100  girls,  two  in  a  room,  is  under  con- 
struction. This  house  will  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  faculty,  some  members  of  which 
will  live  in  the  building,  and  will  furnish  board 
at  a  nominal  price. 

The  brick  structure  was  the  first  building 
upon  which  the  State  spent  money.  A  dona- 
tion of  $1500  was  made  when  a  like  amount 
was  given  by  citizens.  About  thous- 
and dollars  has  been  spent  on  the  property.  The 

people  paying    thousand  and  the   State 

fitteen  hundred.  One  thousand  dollars  was 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  1905  for  fin- 
ishing this  building. 

Watauga  Academy  was  purchased  for  three 
thousond  dollars  in  the  spring    of    1905,     This 
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amount  is  counted  as  a  donation  and  when  an" 
other  thousand  dollars  is  raised  the  State  adds 
four  thousand  dollars  to  the  building-  fund.  As 
before  stated,  one  thousand  dollars  is  to  be 
spent  on  the  brick  building  and  three  thousand 
on  the  girls'  dormitory. 

Equipment. 

The  recitation  rooms  are  furnished  with 
comfortable  desks,  globes  and  charts.  A  small 
collection  of  rocks,  minerals,  and  Indian  relics, 
help  to  illustrate  the  studies  in  the  sciences.  A 
compound  microscope  and  a  small  amount  of 
materials  of  different  kinds,  aid  in  studying 
physiology  and  physics. 

Library. 

Several  friends  have  donated  books  to  the 
library.  The  Church  Periodical  Club  has  giv- 
en a  number  ot  boxes  of  books  and  magazines. 
There  are  about  two  thousand  volumes  accessi- 
ble to  the  students.  Some  of  the  leading  maga- 
zines and  newspapers  are  received. 

Games, 

The  students  have  an  excellent  ball  ground 
on  which  are  played  different  games.  These 
grounds  are  away  from  the  school  Fnd  are  not 
used  during  study  hours.

Departments. 

I.  Public  School,  in  which  are  taught  the 
subjects  required  by  the  public  school  law. 
This  includes  seven  grades. 

II.  Teachers'  Course  includes  in  addition  to 
the  above  the  first  years'  work  in  the  High 
School  Department. 

III.  High  School  Department  gives  three 
years'  work  above  the  public  school  require- 
ments. Students  completing  this  course  are 
given  a  certificate  which  will  admit  them  into 
the  Freshman  class  in  any  college  in  the  state. 

Music  and  Art  are  taught  by  a  cempetent 
teacher.  High  School  Course— First  year:  El- 
ementary Algebra,  Easy  Latin  Method,  Les- 
sons in  English,  Physical  Geography,  Theory 
of  Teaching. 

Second  year:  Algebra  completed,  Csesar, 
Cicero,  College  Entrance  in  English,  General 
History,  Advanced  Physiology. 

Third  year:  Geometry,  Virgil,  Latin  Com- 
position, College  Entrance  in  English,  Physi«s, 
French  or  German. 

Tuition. 

No  charges  are  made  in  the  Public  School 
course  and  the  first  year  in  the  High  School 
course  i'or  public  school  teachers  and  those  pre- 
paring to  teach. 

Ministers    of    the    Gospel    and    sons  and 
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daughters  of    ministers  are  given  a  discount  of 
fifty   per  cent,  on  tuition. 

Tuition  in  the  first,  the  second  and  the 
thirn  grades  in  the  Public  School  is  $1  per 
month.  For  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  $1.50 
per  month  is  charged.  In  the  sixth  and  sev- 
enth a  charge  of  $2.00  per  month  is  made.  In 
the  three  High  School  years  $2.50  is  charged 
per  month.  For  instruction  in  Music  or  Art, 
$2.00  is  charged  for  one  month.  For  those  who 
practice  on  the  piano,  a  fee  of  25  cents  per 
month  is  charged. 

Board. 

The  boarding  accommodations  are  very 
good,  though  limited  at  present.  Mr.  C.  J. 
Cattrell  has  accommodations  for  sixteen  girls. 
They  pay  $7.50  for  a  school  month.  This  in- 
cludes everything  except  laundry.  Mr.  John  S. 
Stanbury  can  keep  about  fourteen  boys  for  $7.50 
per  month  each.  These  two  houses  are  uuder 
the  supervision  of  £he  school.  Many  families 
can  take  from  two  to  ten  boarders,  for  which 
they  usually  charge  each  $8  per  month.  Rooms 
are  rented  for  75  cents  each  per  month  to  those 
who  desire  to  do  their  own  work. 

A  fee  of  50  cents  each  for  the  fall  and  the 
spring  term  is  charged  every  one  who  registers. 
For  the  summer  term  each  one  is  charged  one 
dollar. 
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Books, 

Care  is  taken  in  the  selection  of  the  best 
text  books.  These  books  are  supplied  at  the 
very  lowest  prices.  Mr.  M.  B.  Blackburn  keeps 
all  public;  school  books,  Music  books  and  Art 
material  are  furnished  at  cost. 

Lectures. 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  a  series 
of  lectures  during  each  term.  The  summer 
term  has  had  a  number  of. good  talks  from  vis- 
itors and  teachers. 

Literary   Societies. 

There  are  three  well  organized  literary  so- 
cieties, the  Watauga  and  the  Appalachian,  for 
young  men,  and  the  Euterpean,  for  young  wo- 
men. Each  society  has  a  session  on  Thursday 
after  school  each  week.  Much  good  has  come 
from  these  societies.  They  are  under  the  watch- 
ful care  of  the  faculty.  Each  society  gives  a 
public  entertainment  during  each  term. 

Visiting 

No  student  is  expected  to  leave  the  neigh- 
borhood without  permission.  Young  women 
must  show  written  permission  from 
their      parents      before        they         will         be 

allowed  to  spend  a    night    from    their    regular 

boarding  places. 
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A    Regulation, 

Young:  women  and  young  men  are  not  ex- 
pected to  board  at  the  same  places  or  to  asso- 
ciate together  on  any  occasion.  There  may  be 
a  few  times  when  this  regulation  is  suspended. 
At  these  times  the  suspension  is  announced  at 
chapel. 

Government, 

Students  who  enter  the  school  are  supposed 
to  be  able  to  control  themselves  and  act  with 
propriety.  Recognizing  this  there  are  few  rules 
and  these  are  easily  obeyed.  When  necessary 
the  faculty  will  reprimand  or  punish  students. 
Seldom  has  it  been  necersary  to  us?  harsh 
means. 

The   Faculty  Meetings, 

The  faculty  meets  weekly  or  oftener  to  con- 
sider matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the 
school. 

The  Financial   Agent, 

Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  has  acted  as  financial 
agent  since  the  organization  of  the  institution. 
During  this  time  he  has  collected  and  turned 
into  the  treasury  about  five  thousand  dollars. 
Every  cent  paid  him  has  gone  without  commis- 
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sion  into  the  treasury.  There  is  a  need  for  five 
hundred  dollars  to  help  in  securing  the  appro- 
priation from  the  state.  The  names  of  all  who 
give  anything  are  enrolled  and  will  be  placed 
in  the  library.  The  largest  amounts  given  to 
this  institution  were  by  Mr.  Moses  H.  Cone, 
$500;  Hon.  R.  Z.  Linney,  $500;  First  National 
Bank  of  Hickory,  $100;  Mr.  W.  C.  Coffey,  $100. 
More  than  five  hundred  people  have  given 
smaller  amounts.
